GIGANTIC SPENDING PROPOSALS 


"THERE are many programs for spending money which will be 
* 
presented in one form or other in the present congress. 


Among those which are outside the ordinary run of relief 


and governmental expenditure, the following nine have been 
localized and presented to view by Oliver McKee, ^Jr., well 
known Washington correspondent of the Boston Evening Tran- 
script: 


1. The soldiers' bonus, representing an immediate outlay of two 


billion dollars or more. This demand comes to a head as a direct result 
of the lavish spending policies of the federal government. 


2. The gigantic planning program of the National Resources Board, 


calling for the ultimate expenditure several times the amount of the 
existing public debt. 


3. A farm mortgage inflation scheme, to the tune of three billions 


or so. 


4. An additional billion, perhaps more, for the Home Owners Loan 


Corporation so that it may continue to save home owners in distress— 
at the expense of the treasury. 


5. Appropriations for public works and relief that are almost 


certain to go beyond the recommendations contained in the budget. 


6. Increases in the army and navy, with substantial appropria- 


tions for modernization. 


7. Utopian schemes, like those of the Townsend $200 a month plan, 


under which the doors or the treasury would be opened wide to subsidize 
leisure. 


8. Proposals to spend a couple of billion dollars to eliminate grade 


crossings on railroads. 


9. Old age and unemployment insurance, to be largely financed 


by the federal government, as a substitute for the minimum federal cost 
involved in the plans which the president is believed to have under con- 
sideration. 


We are certainly going io see the battle of the century be- 


tween those who wish to spend and those who wish either to 
save or to employ the money differently. 


The victory is still doubtful but it is to be remembered that 


spending was well advertised in the recent campaign, by those 
running for congress, and it still pays to advertise. Meanwhile 
the country is still running pretty heavily into the red.

Scores of bills for relief of- the 


multitudinous problems facing the 
lawmakers have already been pre- 
pared ior introduction and will be 
assigned1 to committees for study. 


The legislature will take a brief 


respite from its work Tuesday aft- 


j ernoon while Governor-elect George 
' H. Earle is inducted into office with 
elaborate ceremonies at the capitol. 


Shortly before the governor is in- 


augurated 
Lieutenant 
Governor- 


elect Thomas Kennedy will assume 
the oath oi.' office in the senate 
chamber and later in the afternoon 
the cabinet officers will be induct- 
ed. 


Even before the legislature gets 


fairly under way. it faces the prob- 
lem of providing emergency funds 
for maintaining the relief structure 
of the state. 


Funds appropriated by the recent 


special session have been allocated 
to provide relief only through Febru- 
ary and unless the federal govern- 
ment- reverses its stand of demand- 
ing 
that 
Pennsylvania 
shoulder 


part of the burden the legislature 
must provide an additional $15,- 
000,000 to maintain relief until the 
beginning of the 1935-1937 biennium 
on June 1. 


The legislature 
faces,, however, 


the still'greater'problem'of raising 
an additional 
$225,000,000 in new 


. revenue to balance the 1935-1937 
i budget. New taxation or a quick re- 
vision of the constitution to in- 
crease the state's borrowing power 
seem at the moment to be the only 
recourses with new taxation fav- 
ored. 


Among the bills introduced Mon- 


day ^ight were expected to be sev- 
eral new tax measures. Among them 
may be bills for a sales tax, income 
tax, manufacturers' tax and occu- 
pation tax. 


Taxation measures must originate 


in the house now under Democratic 
control for the first time in a half 
century.

hundred and fifty chemists, working 
in two-week relays, are piecing to- 
gether a picture of potential and 
actual occupational disease hazards 
in all Pennsylvanian industries ex- 
cept coal mining. 


A survey of conditions responsible 


for occupational diseases, the work 
to be undertaken solely by indi- 
vidual counties, has been launched 
under the supervision of the Divi- 
sion of Industrial Hygiene, Depart- 
ment of Labor and Industry, it was 
learned. 


Since occupational diseases are 


not included within the scope of the 
state workmen's compensation Jaw, 
the study was inaugurated primarily 
to acquaint employers and the gen- 
eral public with conditions which 
eventually 
result 
injuriously 
to 


workers and to determine the rela- 
tive importance of various types of 
hazards. 


The project has already been bc- 


Siin by 56 of the state's 67 counties. 
It was estimated (hot between 17,- 
000 and 18.000 industrial plants will 
be investigated. About 2,000 estab- 
lishments have been 
surveyed 
to 


date. 


It was pointed out that in the 


event legislations is enacted to make 
occupational diseases compensablc, 
conclusions derived from this sur- 
vey could be used to expedite ad- 
ministration of the new law.

Although it has been common 


practice with many fruit growers to 
prune their peach trees in late fall 
and early winter, many experiences 
during the past winter emphasized 
the disadvantage of this practice 
as compared with spring pruning. 


Where the severe weather killed 


most, if not all, of the fruit buds, 
together with many of the leaf buds 
and a considerable part of the wood, 
it was rather uniformly the experi- 
ence in Pennsylvania that the trees 
which were not pruned showed bet- 
ter recovery from this severe in- 
jury than those which were pruned. 


In some instances where injury 


was severe, pruning was delayed 
until the trees were coming out in 
leaf. 
Then. it was possible to tell 


which limbs had been most severe- 
ly injured and which ones were best 
to save. It also seems probable that 
the extra leaf surface thus pre- 
served until the tree had started 
growth helped in building up new 
wood to conduct water and mineral 
nutrients where the old wood had 
been severely injured or killed. . 


While this very late pruning was 


probably 
justified by the special 


conditions of the spring of 19!I4, it 
is not to be generally recommended.

pruning for best results. With ma- 
ture bearing trees this will generally 
consist, of fairly heavy thinning out 
of the weaker wood throughout the 
tree, coupled with a considerable 
amount of heading back in the tops 
to hold the tree down to a maximum 
height of about 10 feet.. 


While the center 
of the 
tree 


should be kept fairly .well open, it 
is not desirable to strip the center 
of all bearing wood as some growers 
do, nor is it desirable to follow the 
old practice of "shearing" which 
consists of cutting back each of last 
season's shoots to about half its 
length. This practice requires much 
labor and results in a 
cluster of 


branches where each-cut is made 
It therefore complicates the next 
season's pruning when it 
will be.

There is urgent need of a weed­ 
ing out process among the dairy 
bulls in use on Lawrence county 
farm s.

Much has been said and written 
in recent years about the great im ­ 
portance of weeding out scrub cows 
‘from dairy herds but com parative­ 
ly little about tlie need of extend­ 
ing the weeding out process to the 
bulls. 
Scrub bulls are the progeni­ 
tors of scrub cows, and the most 
effective way of weeding out scrub 
cows from the herd of the future 
4 s to destroy their source and thus 
prevent 
them 
from 
coming 
into 
existence. 
% Milk production or working ability 
in dairy cows is an inherited char­ 
acter. and no bull should be used on 
dairy farm s th at is not purebred 
a n d th at does not come from fam i­ 
lies of proved high milk production. 
- It is especially im portant th a t his 
"dam and ottoer closely related cows 
have good records. W ithout a good 
. inheritance a bull cannot transm it 
^high m ilk-producing ability to his 
' daughters. 
To continue the use of 
Jjk bull of inferior breeding is to place 
a serious handicap 
on

dairy business in the future.

CAREFUL 
PRUNING 
SEEMS 
BEST FOR PEACH TREES 
Although it has been common 
practice with m any fruit growers to 
prune their peach trees in late fall 
and early winter, m any experiences 
during the past w inter emphasized 
the disadvantage of this practice 
as compared with spring pruning. 
W here the severe w eather killed 
most, if not all, of the fru it buds, 
together w ith m any of the leaf buds 
and a considerable part of the wood, 
it was rath er uniformly the experi­ 
ence in Pennsylvania th a t the trees 
which were not pruned showed bet­ 
ter recovery from this severe in ­ 
jury th an those which were pruned. 
In some instances where injury 
was severe, pruning was delayed 
until the trees were coming out in 
leaf. 
Then it was passible to tell 
which limbs had been m ost severe­ 
ly injured and which ones were best 
to save. It also seems probable th at 
the extra leaf surface thus pre­ 
served until the tree had started 
growth helped in building up new 
wood to conduct w ater and m ineral 
nutrients where the old wood had 
been severely injured or killed.. 
W hile this very late pruning was 
probably justified 
by the special 
conditions of the spring of 1934, it 
is not to be generally recommended. 
Pruning should ordinarily be sta rt­ 
ed in time to insure its completion 
before the buds break. 
However, in 
order to do this, some growers with 
large acreage find it necessary to 
start before the most severe part 
of the winter is past. In such cases, 
two m ethods are possible. 
(1) Go

over the trees and make only the 
large cuts first, heading back in the 
tops and removing any large limbs 
which are too low, and leave the 
sm aller detailed thinning out unti 
spring. 
(2) Prune first those por­ 
tions of the orchard which are most 
protected, have the most hardy va­ 
rieties, the most vigorous trees, or 
are for one reason or another con­ 
sidered least likely to be injured by 
the winter. 
W here a grower has 
both apple and peach trees of bear­ 
ing age, it is always wise to prune 
the apples first because they are 
least susceptible to winter injury. 
Of the several tree fruits com­ 
monly grown in Pennsylvania, the 
peach requires the heaviest annual 
pruning for best results. W ith m a­ 
ture bearing trees this will generally 
consist of fairly heavy thinning out 
of the weaker wood throughout the 
tree, coupled with a considerable 
am ount of heading back in the tops 
to hold the tree down to a m aximum 
height of about 10 feet. 
While the center 
of 
the 
tree 
should be kept fairly well open, it 
is not desirable to strip the center 
of all bearing wood as some growers 
do, nor is it desirable to follow the 
old practice of “shearing” which 
consists of cutting back each of last 
season’s shoots to about half its 
length. This practice requires much ! 
labor and results in a 
cluster 
of 
branches where each cut is made. 
It therefore complicates the next 
| season’s pruning when it 
will 
be 
| necessary to thin out these clusters. 
W here it is necessary to lim it the 
height or spread of the tree, this 
should be done by cutting back a 2- j 
or-3-year-old wood to a point where ! 
there are one or more side branches. ! 


DISEASE-FREE PLANTS BEST

free from mosaics, leaf curls, and 
streak.

It is always best to obtain plants 
as near home as possible. There are 
a num ber of growers in Lawrence 
county who have learned to rogue 
their patches to produce disease - 
free plants for sale.

While disagreement in the court 


was indicated on all of the five gold 
clause cases, the criticism appar- 
ently was most severe on the last 
case argued. 
In this case John M. Perry. New 


York lawyer, whose $10,000 Liberty 
bond was called in 1933 and actual- 
ly paid in 1934, demanded either gold 
o"r its equivalent, which, he said, was 
an increase of virtually 70 per cent 
in dollars. He demanded $16,931 of 
the present devaluated dollars to 
meet the $10.000 bond. 
Government counsel had a diffi- 


cult time meeting the questions ask- 
ed by at least five of the nine jus- 
tices. 
While the questions asked 


from the bench often are for the
